Dear  Ellsworth, 

How  we  must  have  looked  on  that  warm,  sunny  day,  September  9,  1953,  as  we 
returned  for  our  fourth  and  final  year  with  you!  1  guess  none  of  us,  not  even  you,  realized 
what  a  year  it  would  be.  We  were  seniors  —  proud,  happy,  very  much  a  part  of  Ellsworth, 
and  also  very  conscious  of  our  position. 

It  didn’t  take  us  long  to  show  you  we  were  ready  to  take  over  the  leadership  for 
which  you  had  been  training  us.  Our  first  task  was  to  elect  our  class  officers.  We  did  this 
conscientiously.  Isn’t  it  meaningful  that  we  elected  four  people  that  had  each  served  in 
leading  class  positions  in  previous  years?  As  president  of  our  class  and  at  the  same  time 
president  of  the  Student  Council,  we  chose  Jack  Christensen.  Jack  was  also  the  top  man 
during  our  junior  year  when  he  served  with  the  other  junior  officers,  vice-president,  Ted 
Reichle;  secretary,  Jacqueline  Daly;  and  treasurer,  Ann  Parent. 

The  remaining  senior  class  leaders  were  Robert  Albert,  vice-president;  Carol  Greer, 
secretary;  and  Charles  White,  treasurer.  The  names  of  Carol  and  Charles  appear  among 
our  underclass  officers.  Our  freshman  slate  consisted  of  Lee  Bahler,  president;  Oliver 
Pelton,  vice-president;  Dorothy  Norton,  secretary;  and  Charles  White,  treasurer;  while  ' 
our  sophomore  leaders  were  Jean  Harrison  as  president;  Lee  Bahler,  vice-president;  Carol 
Greer,  secretary;  and  Charles  White,  treasurer. 

Will  you  ever  forget  the  Senior  Get-Together  we  gave  this  year?  At  the  time  we 
thought  our  World  Series  themed  party  would  be  the  last  school  party  the  Class  of  1954 
would  sponsor.  With  a  long  background  of  party-giving  and  Ted  Reichle  as  general 
chairman,  it  turned  into  quite  an  affair. 

Of  course,  we  had  already  given  three  parties  and  one  prom  in  our  days  with  you. 
There  was  that  first  party  we  gave  for  the  sophomores  during  our  freshman  year  —  the 
theme  was  Hawaiian,  wasn’t  it?  The  following  year,  as  sophisticated  sophs,  we  gave  a 
party  for  incoming  frosh.  That  was  the  Jungle  Jamboree. 

In  our  junior  year  we  showed  you  we  liked  party-going,  didn’t  we,  Ellsworth?  On 
November  7  we  gave  you  a  Fall  Dance  complete  with  an  orchestra.  It  was  Ted  Reichle 
at  the  helm  also  for  this  social  high-spot. 

Will  any  of  us  ever  forget  our  Junior  Prom?  Elsie  Pelton  and  Ted  Reichle  put  their 
combined  abilities  together  to  give  us  a  dreamy  Spanish  evening.  We  were  all  carried  off 
to  dreamland  as  we  danced  to  Earl  Mitchell’s  orchestra  from  eight  to  twelve  on  May  12 
of  1953.  Then  we  chose  our  queen  and  her  attendants  —  the  radiant  Jean  Harrison  with 
glowing  attendants  Elsie  Pelton  and  Janet  Stone.  No,  we’ll  never  forget. 

We  all  know  now  that  the  Senior  Get-together  wasn’t  our  last  school  party.  We  gave 
another  dance  in  February  of  this  year.  Remember?  Elsie  Pelton  was  the  chairman  that 
time.  Again  we  showed  our  willingness  to  give  you  a  good  share  of  social  life,  Ellsworth. 

How  did  you  feel  the  day  our  magazine  campaign  ended?  You  must  have  been 
proud!  We  were  all  so  happy.  None  of  us  had  dreamed  of  topping  last  year’s  total  by 
$1062.70  with  a  total  of  $5518.35  worth  of  sales. 

The  party  that  followed  was  another  happy  affair.  It  was  Elsie  Pelton,  captain  of  the 
orange  team,  who  chairmanned  the  party  given  for  Ted  Reichle’s  winning  green  team. 

What  a  happy  quartet  went  to  New  York  with  Mr.  Davis  as  a  special  prize!  Ted 
Reichle  and  Janet  Webster,  the  green  team  captain  and  secretary,  went  with  Ray  Dumez 
and  Yvette  Cote  —  the  two  lucky  people  whose  names  were  drawn  to  receive  this  prize! 

This  magazine  drive  told  us  who  were  the  top  salesmen  in  our  class.  Remember 
when  Norma  Pola,  Jean  Harrison,  and  Oliver  Pelton  walked  away  with  the  prizes?  The 
ladies  took  their  choice  that  time! 

Music,  music,  music  —  yes,  among  other  things  we  were  musical,  too.  Always  ready 
to  provide  entertainment  at  parties  or  assemblies  —  that  was  the  Class  of  ’54. 


Our  musical  talents  went  beyond  the  limits  of  your  walls,  E.M.H.S.  We  sent  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  All-State  Music  Festival  in  all  but  our  freshman  year.  As  sophomores  we 
sent  Dick  Lyman  for  the  chorus  and  Lorraine  McClatchey  for  the  band  and  orchestra.  A 
year  later  Jack  Christensen  represented  us  in  the  orchestra  and  Elsie  Pelton  in  the  chorus. 
The  following  year  Elsie  returned  for  the  chorus  with  Lee  Bahler  as  our  second  repre¬ 
sentative  in  our  senior  year. 

Speaking  of  state  representatives,  of  course,  we  sent  a  worthy  delegation  to  represent 
our  school  at  Laurel  and  Nutmeg  States.  Jean  Harrison,  Lorraine  McClatchey,  and  Carol 
Greer  attended  Girls’  State,  and  all  returned  singing  its  praises  and  taking  their  places  in 
student  government  at  Ellsworth.  Our  Nutmeg  State  representative.  Jack  Christensen, 
also  returned  to  the  worthy  position  of  senior  class  president  after  attending  Boys’  State. 

Did  the  experimental  journalism  class  of  1950-1951,  our  freshman  year,  yield  many 
writers?  As  we  look  over  the  South  Winds  and  Ellsworthian  staffs,  a  few  names  appear. 
In  our  junior  year  Jean  Harrison,  one  of  the  members  of  that  freshman  class,  was  chosen 
editor  of  the  school  newspaper.  Other  members  in  our  class  who  became  successful  South 
Winds  members  were  Dorothy  Norton,  business  manager;  Claire  Stolle,  chief  typist;  and 
Ted  Reichle,  sports  editor.  By  the  way,  Jean  Harrison,  Norma  Pola,  Kathryn  McCutcheon, 
and  Ted  Reichle  made  up  the  editorial  board,  a  truly  honorable  position.  Yes,  we  were 
writers,  too! 

The  Ellsworthian  staff  was  topped  by  Kathryn  McCutcheon,  editor,  who  worked  long 
and  hard  with  the  other  staff  members  to  turn  out  a  yearbook  of  which  to  be  proud. 
Kathryn,  who  was  another  freshman  journalism  student,  was  also  your  Parade  of  Youth 
correspondent,  Ellsworth. 

Elsie  Pelton  could  well  be  tagged  our  S.C.H.E.  leader.  Of  course,  Betty  Gilbert, 
Lorraine  McClatchey,  and  Janet  Webster  also  held  offices  in  that  club,  but  it  was  Elsie  who 
was  chosen  vice-president  in  her  junior  year  and  who  automatically  became  president  this 
year. 

In  the  Hi-Y  Club  it  was  Oliver  Pelton  who  was  at  the  helm.  He  was  vice-president 
during  his  junior  year  which  lead  to  his  being  president  in  his  final  year.  Dale  Moore 
and  Ray  Hallowell  also  held  offices  in  the  Hi-Y.  These  boys  were  among  the  leaders  of 
the  group  of  boys  from  our  class  who  were  members  of  this  club. 

Janet  Stone,  Ann  Parent,  Liz  McGill,  and  Dotty  Norton  donned  the  cheering  uni¬ 
forms  and  went  out  to  cheer  our  boys  on.  Yes,  we  were  there  for  the  sports  events,  weren’t 
we,  Ellsworth?  You’ll  remember  Ted  Reichle,  Dale  Moore,  Bob  Sedar,  Anthony  Raulu- 
kaitis,  Go-Go  Snow,  Ron  Burnham,  and  many  others  in  your  Ellsworth  Hall  of  Fame. 

And  we  didn’t  leave  it  just  up  to  the  boys.  The  ladies  shone  forth  in  fine  style  with 
Norma  Pola,  Lorraine  McClatchey,  Jacquie  Daly,  and  others  leading  the  girls’  basketball 
team  in  many  a  victory. 

Oh,  Ellsworth,  how  we  have  changed!  No  longer  scared  little  insignificant  freshman, 
we  have  grown  to  competent  Ellsworth  leaders.  It  was  grand  to  be  sophomores,  even 
better  to  be  juniors,  but  nothing  can  be  better  than  being  an  Ellsworth  senior. 

The  Class  of  1954  owes  you  thanks,  Ellsworth,  for  letting  us  spend  our  last  year 
with  you  with  the  cafeteria  for  a  homeroom.  At  first  we  didn’t  like  the  idea,  but  gradually 
—  through  leadership  in  school  drives  and  other  activities  —  the  cafeteria  became  a  very 
special  place.  Thank  you  for  changing  us  from  small  groups  of  underclassmen  to  one  big 
happy  family  of  seniors.  We  thank  you  for  our  cafe. 

The  years  have  certainly  flown,  and  now  our  days  with  you  are  ending.  We  face  the 
challenge  of  a  fast  moving  world  with  your  lesson  behind  us.  With  hopes  and  dreams  we 
leave,  but  there  will  always  be  the  memories.  "Thus  endeth  our  first  lesson.’’  Good-bye, 
Ellsworth!
